Signup 
Still 
Goes On 


First day registrations at Wood- 
side and Menlo-Atherton high 
schools Monday indicated both 
schools may be somewhat over an- 
ticipated enrollments, when all 
students are signed up. 

And at Woodside, which opened 
its doors for the first time, Prin- 
cipal Willard Bradley reported 
“one of the smoothest openings 
ever” and added a quotable: 

“This school is like «am:easy 
chair. It looks nice when it’s 
empty, but it’s more comfort- 
able when you're in it.” 

Bradley said that, at the end of 
registration Monday, there were 
1049 students at school; 72 stud- 
ents who had pre-registered had 
not picked up their assignment 
cards, however. 

“I’m sure that some of these 72 
students have moved from. the 
district but even so, we’re already 
well over the 1000 enrollment 
which was estimated before the 
opening of school,” he observed. 
At Menlo-Atherton, a total .of 
2014 students appeared for class- 
es Monday morning. These in- 
cluded 92 new registrants, prev- 
iously unknown to the district. 
ENROLLMENT UP 

“We have several who were 
registered last spring and who 
didn’t appear Monday,” a spokes- 
man for the administration said, 
“but we expect there will: be some 
late arrivals also.” 

Menlo-Atherton was supposed to 
open with an enrollment of about 
2000. 

At Woodside, Bradley credited 
the smoothness of the opening to 
three factors: The tremendous a- 
mount of work done by staff mem- 
‘bers fast “spritig and during” the 
summer, the exceptional way in 
which faculty members took over 
and set up assignménts and the 
“excellent attitude’ of the stud- 
ents. 

“The students appeared 
friendly, and were eager to 
get started at their new school,” 
Bradley observed. 

He said some of the younger 
ones were guided to their class- 
rooms by a group of about 30 stu- 
dent volunteers. The volunteers 
have been meeting during _ the 
past several months, and chose 
the school’s colors as well as set 
up plans for the opéning.

Plan Set for 
Traffic Study 


Plans for construction of a “two- 
way” building at 885 Santa Cruz 
avenue ran into a snag, when pre- 


sented before the Menlo Park 
planning commission Monday 
night. 


The building, according to own- 
ers Mr. and Mrs. M. F. Moulthrop, 
is to have two store units and one 
of these is to'be occupied by a 
cleaning establishment.

Still More Building Funds 
Needed by Ravenswood Schools 


‘Almost 10 percent of the school population of the Ravens- 
wood Elementary School district is attending classes at a school 
not in their immediate attendance area. 

Due to overcrowding of certain parts of the large district 
this year, particularly in Belle Haven, whole classes have been 
shifted. The youngsters are being transported in school buses. 

Figures show that some 400 students, out of a first day en- 
rollment of 4712 crossed the usual neighborhood boundary lines | 
to get to school. 

While “temporary”, this wholesale shift points up a problem 
with which the 10-school district has been struggling for the past | 
10 years. How can an area with generally low assessment values 
support the educational system to which our children are en- 
titled? The problem has been aggravated in recent years by a} 
sharp influx of new school-age population. 

To get the students back into classrooms within their own 
neighborhood, trustees in Ravenswood list an immediate need of 
24 classrooms. Studies are now in progress on anticipated future 
school population, its age levels, and school needs. 

If school administrators’ estimates are correct, the 
problems are close to solution, and the 24 classrooms will take | 
care of the school population “leveling” for several years to come. |

Garden Column: 


Dwarf Citrus Adds To Garden-Even W:fhou! 


For downright good looks, dwarf 
citrus is hard to beat. Even with- 
out fruit, its foliage adds a clean, 
glossy accent to the garden. In 
bloom its fragrance is often heavy 
and heavenly. And when it bears, 
the ornamental effect is like no 
other garden shrub. 

It comes as a surprise to some 
gardeners that so many ditferent 
citrus fruits are available on dwarf 
stock. The list includes oranges, 
lemons, grapefruit, limes, kum 
quats and mandarins. And in ar- 
eas where some of these do poor 
ly as full-grown trees, they will 
thrive as dwarfs. 

CULTURE DOES IT 

The difference lies in culture 
Dwarf citrus can be planted it 
against a house to trap or protec’ 
it from wind. Jt can be planted in 
a tub and moved to take advantage 
of the best exposure at all times 
of the year. Or a screen can be 
built to trap heat around a dwar 
where it wouldn’t be worth the et 
fort with a full-grown tree. 

In the garden scheme, dwarf 
citrus makes an ideal tub plant 
for patio use. As a foundation 
plant it is full and uniform, 
needing eventual pruning to 
keep it down to four feet. As a 
hedge, mature trees will spread 
to eight feet and grown nearly 
as high. Nurserymen also offer 
espaliered citrus for use against 
walls and fences. 

The tubbed citrus takes mor 
watering than one planted in the 
ground, but don’t overdo it. Citru: 
prefers life slightly on the dr: 
side. Fertilize only» occasionall: 
and lightly and never until the 
tree is well established. Actually 
once you’ve planted it, you havc 
little to do to keep a dwarf citrus 
tree happy. Just sit back and let it 
keep you happy with its foliage, 
fragrance or fruit. 

WINTER SWEET PEAS? 

The out of state gardener who 
winters over in California is ever 
amazed to see sweet peas in bloom 
“Sweet peas in winter?” he asks 
only half believing what he sees. 

The Californian needs no re 
minder that sweet peas are one 0: 
his best sources of color when col 
or counts most. And if he fails te 
take advantage of his knowledge 
he has no one to blame but him 
self. 

If you want swect peas fo: 
Christmas there is no time to lose 
The California Association of Nur 
serymen reminds us that earls 
planting brings sweet peas; late 
planting, late ones. The nursery 
men list the following steps as ne- 
cessary to really good resuits: 

First step is to dig. A trench 
at least a foot deep, proferably 
more, means that sweet peas can 
get the deep, well - established 
root systems they need. Next 
layer six inches of manure or 
oak leaf mold and peat in the 
trench and work it in. A three 
to four inch layer of topsoil goes
